Welshpool Town Council 
currently funds and runs 
its own CCTV system and 
allows Dyfed-Powys Police 
to use it with help in inves¬ 
tigations. 

But Councillor Phil 
Pritchard said he wants to 
see a practice which hap¬ 
pens with West Mercia Po¬ 
lice copied across the border. 

He said: “Sadly, times are 
hard and it is costly to keep 
up, especially with no fund¬ 
ing forthcoming from the 
police. 

“We never deny them ac¬ 
cess to it and it plays a vital 
part in their investigations 
but I do wonder sometimes 
if we could copy what hap¬ 
pens across the border in 
Shrewsbury. 

“Their CCTV system is 
run by a safety partnership 
and every time the police 
need a copy of the CCTV 
to help they pay them £20, 
something like that should 
happen here. 

“If it does not then it will 
be a matter of time until we 
say fine we will stop it now 
and give up running it.” 

The area’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner Chris¬ 
topher Salmon said he 
would not be funding the 
CCTV system, but said if 
the council began charging 
for footage they would have 
to sit down and discuss it.

JUDGE WARNS 
PARTY TH UGS 


A JUDGE has warned mem¬ 
bers of a violent gang who 
gate-crashed a house party 
near Oswestry all options will 
be considered when they re¬ 
turn to court for sentencing 
next month. 

The five men, who had all denied 
violent disorder, were part of a group 
that attacked young people at the par¬ 
ty at Maesbrook in December 2012. 

A jury at Shrewsbury Crown Court convicted 
Sam Williams, 20, Huw Jones, 23, Huw-Glyn 
Jones, 19, Stafford Jones, 20, and Richard Rog-

ers, 19, on Monday following a week-long trial. 

Williams and Huw Jones, both of Grungrog 
Hill, Welshpool, Huw-Glyn Jones, of Orchard 
Green, Llanymynech, and Stafford Jones, of 
Llanidloes Road, Newtown, had all denied the 
charge. 

Rogers, of Bronwylfa Road, Welshpool, was 
also found guilty of dangerous driving in a blue 
Renault Clio and of being in possession of a 
wooden axe handle as an offensive weapon. He 
had denied all the allegations. 

The court heard several young people were 
hospitalised and an estimated £1,800 of dam¬ 
age caused in what was described as “utter ran¬ 
dom and mindless violence” at the Maesbrook 
property. 


The hearing was told five other defendants, 
Thomas Alan Herbert, 22, of Park Caradog, 
Trewern; Frankie John Jones, 19, of Marche 
Lane, Halfway House, and Welshpool men 
Joshua Parry, 21, of Gungrog Road; Ashley Pe- 
drini, 19, of High Street and Ryan Hewell Grif¬ 
fiths, 23, of Croft Road, had admitted violent 
disorder at an earlier hearing 
Judge Peter Barrie adjourned sentence on 
all 10 defendants for reports until October and 
warned that all sentencing options would be 
considered by the court. 

During the trial the jury heard that revellers 
at the party had fled and been forced to hide as 
the gang started to attack people at the house. 

Witnesses said the group shouted “Welsh¬ 
pool” in a football style chant.

Council 
calls for 
licence 
rethink 

STREET trading licenc¬ 
es are hampering moves 
to bring more visitors to 
Oswestry, the town council 
has said. 

Oswestry Town Council 
had a meeting with officials 
from Shropshire Council on 
Tuesday to discuss whether 
it could be given the power 
to issue street trading li¬ 
cences. 

This could pave the way 
for the town’s outdoor mar¬ 
ket to spill down from the 
Bailey Head into Bailey 
Street and for more events 
such as last weekend’s con¬ 
tinental market to take 
place. 

At the moment Shrop¬ 
shire Council issues street 
trading licences while the 
town council manages the 
indoor and outdoor markets.

The chairman of the town 
council’s markets and car 
parks committee, Council¬ 
lor Cynthia Hawksley, said 
that by taking on the street 
licensing powers, the council 
could help more initiatives 
that were seen as making 
the town centre more at¬ 
tractive and viable.

A COURT has heard how a pre-Christmas 
party thrown by a group of teenagers for their 
friends in a village near Oswestry turned into 
violence. 

Judge Peter Barrie told Shrewsbury Crown Court 
what was supposed to be a fun night quickly de¬ 
scended into “utter random and mindless violence” 
when a gang of men ar¬ 
rived. 

They gatecrashed the 
house party at Maesbrook, 
attacking the guests and 
causing £1,800 of damage 
as revellers fled and hid in 
terror. 

Chloe Jones, who lives at 
Harvest Moon next to the 
Black Horse pub, had per¬ 
mission from her mother 
Amanda for the party on 
December 14. 

It had been going well 
until about 10.30pm that 
night when the gang pulled 
up in three cars. 

After smashing the win¬ 
dows of a yellow Fiat Punto 
on the drive, they then 
started punching and kick¬ 
ing partygoers . 

Miss Laura Culley, pros¬ 
ecuting the men during the 
week-long trial, said there 
had been another fight ear¬ 
lier in the evening which 
had ended quickly. 

Five men had previously 
admitted violent disorder. 

Richard Rogers, 19, of 
Bronwylfa Road, Welshpool; 
Sam Williams, 20, and Huw 
Jones, 23, both of Grungrog 
Hill, Welshpool; Huw-Glyn 
Jones, 19, of Orchard Green, 
Llanymynech, and Stafford 
Jones, 20, of Llanidloes 
Road, Newtown, were found 
guilty by the jury on Mon¬ 
day. 

Rogers was also found 
guilty of dangerous driving 
and of possessing an axe 
handle as a weapon. Sen¬ 
tencing was adourned until 
October.

Building firm gets fine 
of £lOk for fall at park

A BUILDING firm from Welshpool has been fined £10,000 after a man 
broke his back after falling from a leisure park roof. 

SJ Roberts Construction Ltd put its workers’ lives at risk when it was prin¬ 
cipal contractor for the installation of a new flume tower and swimming pool 
extension at a leisure park in Skegness. 

The 36-year-old man, who was working for sub-contractors Seaton Heating and Engi¬ 
neering Services Ltd of Tamworth, was working on the roof of Southview Leisure Park’s 
swimming pool extension, which was accessed by internal stairs, connecting the various 
ducts and pipes with the air-handling unit.

Council axes 
contract for 
care services 

A COMPANY brought in to provide home 
care has been axed after fears over the 
quality and consistency of care provided. 

Powys County Council said it has ended 
its contract with Reach Supported Living 
after just three months. 

The council said Reach struggled to pro¬ 
vide care for vulnerable citizens. 

Councillor Darren Mayor, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for adult care, said: “Despite consider¬ 
able support from the council, Reach have 
struggled to deliver the quality and consist¬ 
ency of care that we expect for our vulner¬ 
able citizens. 

“Although the company has overcome 
many challenges, after much deliberation 
and discussion with the council, they have 
agreed to withdraw from service delivery in 
Powys in order to maintain a sustainable 
quality provision. The council will now be 
extending its contract with Abacare.” 

The handover of care services caused 
chaos earlier this year in the county, with 
the police called in to investigate.The coun¬ 
cil reduced the number of care providers in 
the county from 20 to four. 

Powys Council called in the police to 
look into allegations that key safe numbers 
had been changed, battery-operated lifting 
equipment left uncharged and paperwork 
and care plans removed from homes. 

Dyfed-Powys Police did not take any ac¬ 
tion. 


he needed to go and collect some tools. 
While walking along the plywood next to 
the open edge, the plywood gave way and 
he fell four metres. He landed on his feet 
but then fell backwards, landing on con¬ 
crete and rubble. 

He spent five days in hospital and needed 
a back brace when discharged. He had to 
stay at his parents’ house for six weeks and 
was unable to work for more than three 
months. He has since recovered and is now 
back fully working. 

The Health and Safety Executive (HSE) 
carried out an investigation and prosecuted 
the two companies. 

SJ Roberts Construction admitted 
breaching two Regulations of the Construc¬ 
tion (Design and Management) Regulations 
2007. The company was fined £10,000 and 
ordered to pay costs of £645.60. 

Seaton Heating and Engineering Services 
admitted breaching the Work at Height 
Regulations 2005 and was fined £7,000 and 
ordered to pay costs of £519.60 

Speaking after the hearing, HSE in¬ 
spector Chris Copeman said: “This worker 
is very fortunate not to have suffered far 
more serious injuries. 

“Throughout the whole process of roof 
work, there was no adequate protection 
against falls, such as barriers on the open 
edge. 

“Had he tripped and fallen from the edge 
of the roof, we could have been dealing with 
a fatal incident.” 

Mr Copeman said both firms had put 
workers’ lives in danger by allowing them 
to work on a roof without safety measures.

Measures put forward 
to counter noise worries

SPECIAL measures will be put in place in a bid to reduce noise prob¬ 
lems and anti-social behaviour at a music festival this weekend. 

Residents in Llanfyllin say they are fearing the worst ahead of the Dirty 
Weekend Festival which will take place at Y Dolydd Workhouse. 

It comes after a number of other, unconnected, events saw problems with noise levels 
and trespassing raised with Dyfed-Powys Police and Powys County Council. 

Now the town’s County Councillor Peter Lewis and Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies 
have vowed to pass on complaints to the police and council if residents are too afraid to 
do so themselves. 

But trustees for the building preservation trust, raising funds to restore the historic

special measures in place that should curb 
infringement of noise restrictions. 

Councillor Lewis said: “This weekend’s 
festival has already caused controversy 
amongst concerned residents. This follows 
complaints from previous festivals of exces¬ 
sive noise, trespassing, and other issues. 

“We have talked to the trustees and I 
know that they are looking at the future 
and how events can go forward.”

The pound and any stocks 
with a link to Scotland fell sharp¬ 
ly this week when an opinion poll 
pointed to a surge in support for 
Scottish independence. 

And I fear that may just be 
the start of bad news for us all 
on the England/Wales border 
should next week’s poll give full 
independence to our northern 
cousins. 

The increased chances of a 
Yes vote fuelled jitters over the 
impact that a break-up will have 
for banks and other companies 
with major operations in Scot¬ 
land, as well as for economic 
stability. 

A yes vote will see Wales 
pitched into a bidding war over 
funding arrangements from 
Westminster, which could pos¬ 
sibly turn out to be good news. 

The Welsh Government cur¬ 
rently complains funding is un¬ 
fairly allocated in Scotland’s fa¬ 
vour. 

On the other hand a No vote 
could be bad news with Mr Cam¬ 
eron’s team clearly spooked by 
the most recent opinion poll and 
promising more powers. That 
would mean additional funds for 
north of the border which have to 
come from somewhere. 

That’s more cuts for both 
Shropshire and Powys. 

Wales will certainly demand 
sweeping changes if Scotland 
does break away including the 
devolving of policing and would 
that even stretch as far as seek¬ 
ing independence too? 

Would it become more difficult 
to visit our Celtic cousins? 

If Labour leader Ed Miliband 
has his way it probably will, last 
week he hinted at border guards 
and passport checks - imagine 
that if you will. 

The reality is that Scotland 
would most likely be included in 
the Common Travel Area which 
is currently operated in Ireland 
and requires minimal travel iden¬ 
tification. 

Personally I’d be voting a big 
fat “No” if I lived north of the 
border because as an outsider 
looking in First Minister Alex Sal- 
mond’s plans look ill conceived 
and riddled with ambiguity. 


What really wound me up this 
week was trying to cancel an 
internet service provider’s con¬ 
tract.

Town's heritage area 
all set for extension

Plans will protect Chirk's 
much loved buildings for 
the future. PAM KINGSLEY 
reports on the changes 

HISTORIC buildings, a viaduct 
and an aqueduct will all be pro¬ 
tected for future generations to 
enjoy after being included in a 
town’s newly-expanded herit¬ 
age area. 

A Thomas Telford-designed aque¬ 
duct, 31 Grade II and II* buildings, 
the Grade I listed church of St Mary, 
two scheduled ancient monuments 
and a world heritage site will all 
form part of the heritage area in 
Chirk. 

Due to the number of historic build¬ 
ings within the area, members of Wrex¬ 
ham County Borough Council’s planning 
committee have agreed to extending the 
boundary of the area to the south from 
Castle Road as far as the Shropshire 
border to include Chirk viaduct and aq¬ 
ueduct. 

Extension 

The idea is that all buildings and sites 
within the boundaries drawn up which 
reflect the history of the town will be 
protected from future development. They 
include Chirk Castle, Pontcysyllte Aq¬ 
ueduct, Chirk Town Hall and the Hand 
Hotel. 

Councillors have agreed to the exten¬ 
sion and have already indicated that the 
heritage area could be extended further 
in the future to include the area around 
Chirk Mill. 

The town itself has its origins in the 
12th century, with the remains of an 
earthwork castle found above the Ceiriog 
Valley and through the south wall of St 
Mary’s Church. Chirk was granted bor¬ 


ough status in 1324, but was devastated 
in the 15th century during the Glyndwr 
rebellion. 

Following this, the town grew slowly 
again, with the majority of the build¬ 
ings in the town dating from the late 
18th century. 

A document prepared for councillors 
outlining the heritage plans stated: 
“The inclusion of the Grade II* listed 
structures is in recognition of the 
strong historical connections between 
Chirk town and the Pontcysyllte aq¬ 
ueduct and canal world heritage site. 
In addition, the two structures create 
a most impressive sense of arrival into 
the conservation area and add signifi¬ 
cantly to the historic interest of the 
town.” 

The boundary would also be extended 
eastwards to include Brynkinallt Lodge 
and gates. The lodge dates back to the 


17th century and has been hone to the 
Trevor family since it was built. 

Finally it would be extended to the 
west along Station Avenue and Castle 
Road to take in part of the town which 
represents a later phase in the develop¬ 
ment of the town. 

Changes would also be made to the 
boundary in Castle Walk, where several 
houses which have been recently built 
inside the previous boundary would be 
de-designated. 

Local residents were invited to com¬ 
ment on the plans and Anne Lloyd Mor¬ 
ris suggested this site should be added 
to the area designated for preservation. 

She said: “The area around the mill 
and either side of the A5 up from the 
dip into Chirk is an area of architectural 
and historic interest whose character 
and appearance is worthy of presenta¬ 
tion and enhancement. The A5 itself is 


historic and the River Ceiriog and the 
river meadows between the A5 and aq¬ 
ueduct and viaduct may have been a site 
of historic battle. 

“There is a special feel to this area and 
it is a spectacular gateway into Chirk.” 

The conservation area covers resi¬ 
dential and commercial buildings, with 
pubs, the town hall and a carpet sales¬ 
room - formerly the National Girls’ 
School - all included alongside a terrace 
of estate workers’ homes dating to 1820 
and the many Edwardian two-story 
houses which are built along Station 
Road. 

With the proposed extension of the 
heritage area Wrexham Council will also 
be looking at ways to enhance the area. 
Some of these will be straightforward, 
such as retaining trees and carrying out 
new developments in an appropriate 
way. 

Original 

Other suggestions will be more time 
consuming and costly, including the 
reinstatement of lost features on some 
buildings, and the use of local materi¬ 
als and traditional methods when car¬ 
rying out restoration and repair work. 
The council has said it would like to see 
original shop frontages restored along 
Church Street whenever possible and 
improved signage to the world heritage 
site and Chirk town centre. 

A council spokesman said: “The ex¬ 
tension of the conservation area focuses 
on the main historic routes into town - 
Station Avenue, Castle Road and Station 
Road - which have a unifying architec¬ 
tural character. The large area excluded 
from the extension was mostly devel¬ 
oped in the later 20th century. 

“Our aim is to improve the general 
quality of the conservation area and 
build upon the area’s historic and ar¬ 
chitectural character. It’s hoped that by 
doing this we can develop a more attrac¬ 
tive environment which will help sup¬ 
port the existing community, businesses 
and visitors to Chirk.”

At present British politics is 
totally dominated by the referen¬ 
dum on Scottish Independence 
being held next week, on Sep¬ 
tember 18. 

I wrote about this issue last 
week, but it’s still dominating my 
mind, freezing out all else. It’s 
the biggest political issue of my 
lifetime. 

The vote is about bringing an 
end to the United Kingdom after 
307 years. 

Even though it will affect us 
all, none of the readership of the 
Oswestry and Border Chronicle 
will have a vote. 

Until recently I refused to be¬ 
lieve the Scottish people could 
possibly support this dramatic 
change. 

But recent polls suggest that 
they might. Two hundred years 
ago such a question would have 
been decided by war, the historic 
natural extension of political de¬ 
bate. 

At least we have moved on 
from that. Anyway, I’ve decided 
to write about referendums again 
this week. 

Referendums are certainly a 
better way of sorting out major 
constitutional questions than 
war, but they are still seriously 
flawed. 

Votes are often cast on com¬ 
pletely unrelated issues. Much is 
made of protecting the NHS from 
a Westminster Government, 
when the NHS has actually been 
wholly devolved to the Scottish 
Parliament for 15 years. 

And Scottish voters will be 
going to the polls not knowing 
what currency they would use, 
what the relationship with the 
European Union would be or 
what would happen to the huge 
economy which revolves around 
Faslane. And a whole lot more 
besides. 

My opinion is that a vote for 
an independent Scotland would 
be utterly disastrous, including 
for Wales. 

Another referendum which is 
looming large is that on the UK’s 
membership of the European 
Union. 

Britain leaving the European 
Union would be a massive con¬ 
stitutional decision too, but not 
as big as the end of the United 
Kingdom which could be decid¬ 
ed next week. 

That decision would not be re¬ 
versible.

HOW WILL CGT BE CALCULATED WHEN WE SELL RENTED OUT PROPERTY 

WE ONCE LIVED IN? 

Q: With the help of our father who paid the deposit, my brother and I bought a small terraced house together in 1999 when we were students in London. Our father 
loaned us the deposit and acted as guarantor and we managed to get a mortgage which my brother and I paid by working evenings and weekends and taking a lodger. 
My brother moved out to live with his girlfriend four years ago and I moved out shortly afterwards when I changed jobs and moved north. We kept the house and 
rented it out to cover the mortgage payments but are now considering selling it. It has been valued at 250% more than we paid for it, what Capital Gains Tax will we 
have to pay? 

A: Capital Gains Tax (CGT) will not be applicable to the entire difference between the purchase price and selling price. As joint owners both you and your brother will 
have separate CGT allowances and the taxable gain will only apply to the time when the property was rented out. You may also qualify for lettings relief. 

As well as all of the above, in determining the gain the loaned deposit, original purchase price, legal fees for buying and selling, stamp duty paid at the time of 
purchase and estate agent’s fees for selling can all be deducted from the sale proceeds. If you made any major improvements to the property, such as a new kitchen, 
loft extension or replacement windows, you can also deduct the cost of those. Additionally you may be able to deduct interest on your father’s loan for the deposit, 
depending on what arrangement was made with him. 

As you can see, the calculation for your situation is not entirely straightforward, but the solicitor handling the sale for you will easily be able to work it out.

You'll love 
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The true cost of turbine power 


IN the latest round of the Great Tur¬ 
bine Debate, it has been said wind tur¬ 
bines are “cheaper and quicker” than 
other renewables. 

The wind itself is, free, of course. 

But the costs start escalating well 
before it hits the blades of the tur¬ 
bines, which are built outside the UK 
at huge cost. 

While lucrative deals are negotiated 
with landowners and conventional 
energy suppliers, all based on the con¬ 
sumer paying in the end, the turbines 
then have to be imported and moved 
overland, then installed at further 


massive expense, including that of the 
cabling infrastructure to connect them 
to the national grid. 

With everything in place, the blades 
start turning, but not when the wind 
is absent or blowing too hard. 

The overall result is a power sup¬ 
ply which costs far more to produce, in 
subsidies and running costs, than its 
yield in monetary terms. In the initial 
rush to scatter turbines like confetti 
across our fair land, we were assured 
they would slash electricity bills. 

At the last count the cost of turbines 
was revealed as adding £125 (on aver¬ 


age) to each and every electricity bill 
in the land. 

Billions wasted already. And all in 
the name of ecological beliefs on which 
scientific opinion is sharply divided. 

It would be marginally cheaper to 
construct a huge bonfire and burn 
our money on that, instead of pursu¬ 
ing this utterly discredited renewable 
source of power.

Oswestry Police Station’s front counter service has closed

POLICE in Shropshire take no¬ 
tice of every crime reported to 
them, the county’s police com¬ 
missioner has vowed. 

West Mercia Police and Crime 
Commissioner Bill Longmore was 
speaking after a report published 
by Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary. 

The watchdog claimed forces were 
“decriminalising” some offences and 
expressed fears police were giving up in¬ 
vestigating some crimes. 

It said in some cases the public were 
being asked to turn detective and look 
for CCTV and fingerprint evidence 
themselves before officers would come 
out to see them. 

The report also found some victims 
were being asked to interview neigh¬ 
bours or even check second-hand web¬ 
sites to see whether their stolen property 
had been listed for sale. 

Reassure 

Mr Longmore, speaking to our sis¬ 
ter paper the Shropshire Star, said: 
“Everything is not perfect, we do receive 
one or two letters from members of the 
public in respect of police officers not at¬ 
tending. I have had recently to go out to 
see someone in Church Stretton to reas¬ 
sure them. 

“But in relation to crime the force re¬ 
cords 100 per cent of all crimes reported. 

“They go through to our control cen¬ 
tre and then through to what is known 
as the crime bureau. 

“We ask the victim a series of ques¬ 
tions in relation to the crime that has 
been reported. 

“With some of these crimes there is 
clearly no means of investigation at that 
time. Some are reported and no further 


action is required at that time. The vic¬ 
tim is always told that is the case and 
in most cases they are happy with that. 
It might be because there is no CCTV, 
no witnesses, no chance of any forensic 
evidence. 

“It would be situations where we 
would actually be wasting resources to 
send someone along. 

“We are also aware that some people 
who have rung the police expect a visit, 
particularly people who are vulnerable. 
If they need a visit we will send a police 
officer. 

“To say we are not investigating cer¬ 
tain crimes is very far from the truth. As 
soon as a crime is recorded and reported 
there is an investigation taking place.” 


He said: “All of our officers are briefed 
on a daily basis and reports of crimes 
committed in their neighbourhoods are 
passed on to them. 

“We encourage PCs and PCSOs, while 
they are out on patrol, to have a knock 
on the door of people who have reported 
crimes to us and have a chat with them. 

“We are arresting suspects on a daily 
basis and in some cases we can then link 
them back to previous offences and cases 
that have been reported to us. 

“On a daily basis our officers are car¬ 
rying out checks with scrap merchant 
dealers, jewellers, pawnbrokers and the 
like with the aim of recovering stolen 
property,” he added. 

The police chief has come under fire 


from councillors for his decision to close 
public counters at police stations in 
Bridgnorth, Church Stretton, Ludlow, 
Market Drayton, Oswestry, Shrewsbury, 
Wem, Wellington and Whitchurch. 

A motion was due to be discussed by 
Wellington Town Council this week 
urging the commissioner to rethink the 
cost-cutting plans and restore the ser¬ 
vice. 

But Mr Longmore said that would not 
happen and that police were already 
looking at other ways to engage with the 
public. 

“As I have already said, only 4.3 peo¬ 
ple on average visit Wellington police 
station every day,” he said. 

“We cannot justify having somebody 


sitting there for quite a few hours every 
day, just waiting for somebody to come 
in. 

“However, I do strongly believe in the 
importance of the police having a good 
liaison and rapport with the public and 
we obviously have to look at other ways 
we can do that. 

“We have seen a big improvement in 
getting our officers out onto the beat.” 

He added he had suggested holding 
surgeries, arranging a date and time for 
people to go and speak to an officer. 

“So I can’t say we are going to reopen 
them. But what I can say is we are ex¬ 
ploring other ways of communicating 
with the public which will hopefully be 
more effective.”

Police posed with boy 
racers, meeting is told

POLICE officers called to deal with boy racers who are terrifying 
elderly residents posed for “selfies” with them instead, it has been 
claimed. 

Up to 35 boy racers a night are gathering in Welshpool town centre and “ter¬ 
rorising” local residents. 

But when the police were called to deal with them at 3am, the officers shook hands with 
the culprits and posed for the selfie photographs which were later uploaded to social media 

- site Facebook, it has been claimed. 

The claim was made by town councillor 
Estelle Blievas at a meeting the town coun¬ 
cil held with Dyfed-Powys Police and Crime 
Commissioner Christopher Salmon. 

The pictures have since been removed 
from the internet, Councillor Blievas said, 
but she demanded an explanation as to why 
the officers posed for the pictures. 

She said: “I am a former teacher and if 
you reprimanded a pupil you did not shake 
their hand and pose for a photograph, you 
told them off. 

“I am told by a resident who called the 
police at about 3am the other day that when 
the officers arrived they spoke to the boy 
racers and then the boys got their phones 
out. 

“They asked the officers to pose in photo¬ 
graphs with them, shaking hands and the 
officers did it. 

“They were then uploaded to Facebook 
and sadly they were taken down before I 
could obtain a copy to bring and show every¬ 
one here tonight. 

“It is not good enough, something needs 
to be done about the perceived relationship 
between police and offenders in the town.” 

Mr Salmon said he would look into the 
issue and will be providing a written report

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Contrast 
in biker 
fatalities 
statistics 

SHROPSHIRE’S roads are 
becoming safer for motor¬ 
cyclists - while death rates 
across the border in Mid 
and North Wales soar. 

For the past three years 
in Telford & Wrekin there 
have been no fatalities in¬ 
volving motorbike riders, 
with the number of serious 
injuries dropping from six 
in 2012 and in 2013 to five 
in the first eight months of 
2014. 

The rest of the county has 
also seen its figures drop, 
with four fatalities in 2012, 
three in 2013 and just one so 
far this year. The number of 
serious injuries has also 
fallen, dropping from 33 in 
2012 to 32 in 2013 and 16 
this year. 

The figures are in stark 
contrast to those over the 
Shropshire/Wales border, 
which have seen a sharp 
rise, prompting a plea from 
the chief constables of North 
Wales and Dyfed Powys Po¬ 
lice for riders to take more 
care. 

Numbers of bikers killed 
and seriously injured in 
both the Dyfed-Powys and 
north Wales police areas 
have been rising for the past 
three years. There have 
been 11 motorcyclists killed 
and nine seriously injured in 
the Dyfed-Powys Police area 
so far this year and a further 
five killed and 63 seriously 
injured in North Wales. 


Consultation launched 
over academy proposal 


A PRIMARY school that was removed from special measures earlier 
this year looks set to become an academy after its sponsored acad¬ 
emy conversion application was approved by council bosses. 

Plans for Holy Trinity CE Primary School in Oswestry have now entered into 
a stakeholder consultation period running until September 26. 

Shropshire Council and the school’s Interim Executive Board approached The Marches 
Multi-Academy Trust to ask for it to sponsor Holy Trinity CE Primary School’s applica¬ 
tion to become an academy. The application has now been approved, and during the con- 

' sultation period parents, teachers and other 
interested parties will be asked their views 
on the proposed conversion. 

If the plans are fully approved, the school 
will join The Marches Academy Trust, based 
at The Marches school on the other side of 
Oswestry, as a sponsored academy. 

Ann Hartley, Shropshire Council’s Cab¬ 
inet member for children’s services, said: 
“We are delighted that Holy Trinity CE Pri¬ 
mary School is now out of special measures. 
Council officers have been working with the 
Interim Executive Board and senior leaders 
of the school to take the school forward and 
focus on key priorities. 

“We are confident that Holy Trinity is 
fully committed to building on the very 
rapid progress that has already been made 
under the leadership of the new head¬ 
teacher and the board, and that the school 
will go from strength to strength within the 
Marches Trust.” 

The school is currently under the control 
of the Interim Executive Board and head¬ 
teacher, Pam Edwards. 

Mrs Edwards said: “We are looking for¬ 
ward to exploring and developing the ben¬ 
efits of the two schools working together.” 

Sarah Longville, executive headteacher of 
The Marches Academy Trust, said she felt 
becoming part of the group would help Holy 
Trinity improve further. 


Students can 
get extra care 

STUDENTS from the Welshpool area who 
are struggling to cope with college life are 
being offered a helping hand. 

People heading to college or university for 
the first time or returning after the holidays 
can receive visits from social care workers to 
help them maintain independence. 

Abacare Care Agency, which provides 
home care in Powys, said it is able to pro¬ 
vide care for students who are studying 
away from home and may need extra care. 

Peter Angelides, managing director at 
Abacare, said: “As well as caring for people 
in their homes we’re also able to care for 
people in student housing or halls of resi¬ 
dence. 

“It’s extremely important that under¬ 
graduates and college students maintain 
their independence while studying away 
from home so we can provide any care they 
might need.

Bonfire spreads to property

Pensioner is led to safety 
from fire by neighbours 


A PENSIONER was led to safety by neigh¬ 
bours after flames from a bonfire spread to 
the garage of her home in a north Shrop¬ 
shire village. 

Helen Gardner, 94, was oblivious to the 
drama outside her home until neighbours 
were able to get inside the house in Dudle- 
ston Heath and lead her to safety. 

The blaze started just before 8.30pm on 
Wednesday last week in the village after 
sparks from a bonfire in an adjoining gar¬ 
den set the fence between the properties on 
fire. 

Flames then took hold of Mrs Gardner’s 
garage causing the roof to collapse. 

Neighbours raced to the house and were 
able to help her outside. 

Friends of the pensioner, John and Jen¬ 
nifer Peate, were returning home when 
they saw the fire. 

Mr Peate said: “We were so worried and 
rushed to see what was happening. I was 
so relieved when we saw Helen sitting in a 


chair outside with a blanket round her and 
having a cup of tea.” 

Mr Peate said: “The Ellesmere fire crew 
was fantastic, up here just four minutes 
after the 999 call. The fire started from a 
bonfire next door.” 

Mrs Gardner said that she had not been 
aware of the fire until her neighbours 
alerted her. 

“I am so grateful, I don’t know what I 
would have done without them,” she said. 

“They have all been very kind.” 

Another neighbour took Mrs Gardner in 
for the night and others have pledged to 
keep an eye on her. 

A spokesman for Shropshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said: “The fire involved one 
wooden out-building which was destroyed 
by fire. A double garage housing a private 
car was also involved in the fire.” 

Firefighters used a thermal image camera 
before they were able to leave the scene at 
9pm.”

MORE than 30 new police officers will be on the beat in Mid Wales by 
the end of the year, councillors have been told. 

Police and Crime Commissioner for Dyfed-Powys Christopher Salmon told 
Welshpool Town Council that more officers will be on the town’s streets by the 
end of 2014. 

He said: “I am trying to give local officers the chance to tackle incidents of anti-social be¬ 


haviour and the like better. 

“I want to give them the 
resources to do it so I am 
taking on 30 new officers 
in Powys by the end of the 
year. 

“We want officers from 
Powys for Powys so are re¬ 
cruiting in the local commu¬ 
nity. 

“We are also putting 
efforts in to increase the 
number of unpaid special 
constables. We want 200 
across the force by the end 
of the year and are already 
half way there.” 

Councillor Ann Holloway 
said: “I think we only have 
two or three in Welshpool 
and we want five or six re¬ 
ally, so I want to see them 
appointed to Welshpool.” 

Mr Salmon said the of¬ 
ficers would be deployed at 
the Chief Constable’s in¬ 
struction. 

Meanwhile, the force has 
announced that more than 
70 new Police Community 
Support Officers will be re¬ 
cruited across the region. 

It said it had been given 
the go ahead to take on 74 
new PCSOs earlier this year 
following a £40 million na¬ 
tionwide grant from the 
Welsh Assembly. 

Now the force is holding 
a recruitment day in New¬ 
town next month to fill the 
vacancies. 

Chief Constable Simon 
Prince said the additional 
officers was in response to 
what the public was de¬ 
manding from the police 


service. 

The chief constable said: 
“We know where we need 
more officers so we are 
being very specific in the re¬ 
cruitment process. 

“Over the last year we 
have been asking people liv¬ 
ing in our more rural com¬ 
munities what they want 
from us as a police service, 
and one of the answers was 
quite simply, more officers 
on patrol.”

Smaller firms have 


stronger chance of 
winning contracts, 
new report reveals 


SMALL businesses are 
more likely to scoop con¬ 
tracts with Shropshire 
Council than almost any 
other local authority in 
England and Wales, a new 
report has claimed. 

The new index released 
by the Centre for Entre¬ 
preneurs found that the 
authority spent £78.7 mil¬ 
lion of its £369.8 million 
company spend with small 
businesses over the last 
three years - a rate of 21.28 
per cent, placing it sixth in 
the list of 150 authorities, 
and third among councils 
in England behind Stoke- 
On-Trent and Windsor and 
Maidenhead. 


By contrast, Telford & 
Wrekin ranked in 133rd 
place with a rate of 8.66 per 
cent - the authority paid 
£28.3 million of its £326.8 
million company budget to 
small firms. 


Nationally, Monmouth¬ 
shire County Council was 
the highest performing with 
a 25.6 per cent rate, and 
Barnsley ranked lowest at 
4.2 per cent. 

According to the report, 
just 20 large companies 
earned £9.9bn from English 
and Welsh councils in three 
years, while 78,128 small 
firms shared an £ll.lbn pot 
over the same period. 

Shropshire Council leader 
Keith Barrow said the re¬ 
port made “great reading”. 
It does not include the coun¬ 
cil’s spending with its own 
spun-off service provider, 
IP&E. He said: “We’ve 
changed our procurement 
rules to make sure, for ex¬ 
ample, that for all small con¬ 
tracts staff must get a quote 
from at least one local firm - 
and if they can’t do this they 
have to prove why it is not 
possible.”

Hundreds 
rent support 

AROUND £120,000 was paid out by Shrop¬ 
shire Council last year to hundreds of peo¬ 
ple struggling to pay their rent following 
the introduction of the so-called bedroom 
tax. 

Figures obtained by the Oswestry and 
Border Chronicle under a Freedom of In¬ 
formation request revealed that 568 people 
were awarded discretionary housing pay¬ 
ments specifically for the effects of bedroom 
tax from April 1, 2013, to March 31, 2014. 

The total cost to Shropshire Council of 
these payments was £119,974.95. 

A spokeswoman for Shropshire Council 
said: “These are people who have a shortfall 
between their rent and their housing bene¬ 
fit payments. 

“There are many reasons why a house¬ 
hold may be unable to move, such as a spe¬ 
cific area wanted, rent arrears, a specific 
property type required and support needs.” 


Mairi said: “I have been interested in the 
natural world for as long as I can remem¬ 
ber and first started trying to photograph 
wildlife when I was about five or six. I really 
enjoy trying to capture things in a new and 
exciting way.” 

As well as winning the Julian Gardner 
competition, Mairi’s pictures have been 
recognised in the British Wil dlif e Photogra¬ 
phy Awards and International Garden Pho¬ 
tographer of the Year. 

She said: “This is the first time I have ac¬ 
tually won a national competition and I am 
really thrilled and excited.”

Hospitals support better 
food for patients rules

HOSPITAL bosses have backed the Health Secretary’s new rules to 
banish unacceptable food in the NHS. 

For the first time hospitals in Shropshire will have to meet mandatory food 
standards as part of a drive to raise its standards of food across the country, as 
part of new rules imposed by the Department of Health. 

Hospitals will be ranked according to the quality of their food and will be required to 
meet legally-binding standards. The new plans, announced by Health Secretary Jeremy 

Hunt, will see patients screened for malnu¬ 
trition and given personal food plans. 

Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital served 
201,000 patients in 2013 while the Princess 
Royal Hospital in Telford serves 900 meals 
per day, and the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
serves 1,217 meals per day, with 103 staff 
work within the cross-site Catering Depart¬ 
ment. 

The Royal Shrewsbury Hospital’s annual 
food and beverage budget is £681,803 and 
the Princess Royal Hospital’s annual food 
and beverage budget is £657,147 - while the 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital said foods 
services for each patient costs £12.22 per 
day. 

Chris Fisher, facilities manager for cater¬ 
ing facilities at the Shrewsbury and Telford 
NHS Trust, said: “We welcome the meas¬ 
ures outlined by the Health Secretary. 

“Although we have not yet fully reviewed 
the detail which sits behind the announce¬ 
ment, we already work hard to ensure that 
our food is nutritional, from sustainable 
sources, tasty, and also provides value for 
money. 

“National performance information tells 
us that in 2013 we improved significantly on 
how our patients rate the food we serve.”

Battle is 
launched 
over rail 
changes 

CAMPAIGNERS have 
launched a petition in a bid 
to save an early morning 
train service from Wrex¬ 
ham, which calls at stations 
including Chirk and Gobow- 
en. 

The Shrewsbury to Ches¬ 
ter Rail Users Association 
said it understands that 
Arriva Trains Wales is in¬ 
vestigating plans to axe the 
7.47am Wrexham to Bir¬ 
mingham rail service from 
the timetable from May. 

Also believed to be facing 
the chop is the 7am from 
Shrewsbury which arrives 
in Wrexham at 7.39am. 

The 7.47am from Wrex¬ 
ham calls at Ruabon, Chirk, 
Gobowen and Shrewsbury 
and the association says it 
provides an important direct 
service from north Wales to 
the West Midlands. 

It has been suggested the 
Holyhead to Cardiff express 
service, which currently 
runs non-stop between 
Wrexham and Shrews¬ 
bury, would stop addition¬ 
ally at Ruabon, Chirk and 
Gobowen. 

But the service runs 15 
minutes earlier than the 
current train and the as¬ 
sociation said passengers 
for the Birmingham line 
would face inconvenience 
and delay to their journeys 
through having to change at 
Shrewsbury.

COUNCIL chiefs are urging Mid Wales 
dog owners to have their pets mi¬ 
cro-chipped for free, by taking their ani¬ 
mals to free chipping sessions. 

The Dogs Trust, the largest dog wel¬ 
fare charity in the UK, are hosting a 
number of their ‘Chip My Dog’ events in 
the county. 

The law is changing and from March 
1, dog owners must have their dogs mi- 
crochipped. 

Powys County Council’s environmen¬ 
tal protection team is now urging owners 
that haven’t had their dog chipped to do 
so at the free events. Micro-chipping in¬ 
volves inserting a tiny microchip under 
the dog’s skin. 

The charity will also be providing ad¬ 
vice on a range of dog issues including 
responsible dog ownership. 

Support 

Councillor John Powell, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment health, said: “I 
would like to thank the Dogs Trust for 
hosting their ‘Chip My Dog’ events in the 
county. 

“There are important benefits of mi¬ 
cro-chipping and we support any efforts 
which can make this happen. 

“Each microchip has a unique identifi¬ 
cation number which is registered, so if 
a dog strays and gets lost it can be traced 
back to the owner. 

“All strays which we pick up are 
scanned for chips which can help use re¬ 
unite dogs with owners quickly and avoid 
unnecessary costs such as kennel fees.”

Mercedes SLS GT a class 
act that ticks all the boxes 




If you like the idea of an old- 
school front-engined, rear- 
wheel drive supercar with an 
aurally awesome V8 engine but 
want it wrapped in a veneer of 
modern accessibility, there’s lit¬ 
tle to touch the Mercedes-Benz 
SLS GT. More power, better sus¬ 
pension and lower prices than 
before? It’s good news week. 

To be fair, Mercedes largely brought 
this problem on themselves. For quite 
some time we’d been telling anyone 
who’d listen that the SLS AMG coupe 
was far from just a Mercedes SL with 
a fancy set of doors. It was faster, 
firmer and altogether more focused. 
Then the Stuttgarters introduced an 
SL model, the SL 63 AMG, which han¬ 
dled like a demon and was as quick 
and almost as characterful as the SLS. 
Suddenly the SLS almost was just an 
SL with a fancy set of doors. 

So the company has had a little think and 
worked a bit harder to further differentiate 
the SLS. These days there’s not just one 
SLS model. There’s this SLS AMG GT, the 
effective entry level which we look at here in 
coupe guise but which can also be ordered 
as a drop top. Then there’s the astonish- 


ing Black Series coupe for those who feel the 
need for even more extremity and there’s also 
the SLS AMG Electric Drive at the apex of the 
range - a battery-powered toy for grown ups. 

The original SLS AMG coupe hardly drew a 
welter of complaints about the way it drove, but 
Mercedes-Benz has certainly improved this GT 
model. 

The key change is in the transmission. The 
previous AMG Speedshift DCT seven-speed 
‘box didn’t have a problem in its shifting speed 
but the software seemed a little too willing to 


overrule manual changes, especially on down¬ 
shifts. The latest version of this sequential twin- 
clutch transmission shifts a lot more respon¬ 
sively to driver requests. 

The engine remains a 6.2-litre V8 but power 
has crept up to 591 PS, which is a useful 20PS 
increase. This translates to performance that’s 
supercar quick; think 62mph from a standing 
start in just 3.7 seconds and a top speed of 
199mph. 

The suspension has been re-fettled too. It’s 
still double aluminium wishbones all-round but 


the AMG Ride Control electronically adaptable 
damping (Sport, Sport +) ensures that the car 
is tauter on turn-in than before, while still retain¬ 
ing enough compliance in ride for regular road 
use. 

The latest styling updates to the exterior of 
the SLS have been subtle. The headlamps 
now feature a darker surround, there are 19in 
front and 20in rear AMG alloy wheels in either 
a five or 10 twin-spoke design in titanium grey 
or in a 10-spoke bi-colour design, while the ea¬ 
gle-eyed will also clock the AMG carbon-fibre 


exterior mirrors. There’s also some AMG trim 
in high-gloss black, red brake calipers, plus of 
course the AMG GT badge on the boot lid. 

The interior of the SLS AMG GT has also 
come in for some budget. 

The best news is that despite the extra pow¬ 
er, poise and toys, the price of the GT has ac¬ 
tually been reduced compared to the previous 
SLS AMG. 

Granted, around £165,000 is still a fairly hefty 
financial commitment for most of us, but it’s 
around £3,500 down on the outgoing car.

Furrows Mazda 
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Mazda3 sets benchmark

There’s a lot to tempt buyers to 
take a look at the new Mazda3. 
It has strong residual values, 
lowest average depreciation 
and 2014/15 company car ben- 
efit-in-kind tax bills lower than a 
host of rivals. 

Data from vehicle valuation experts 
CAP Automotive reveals the new 
SKYACTIV Mazda3 range tops the 
table and beats lower-medium sector 
rivals in terms of average forecasted 
pound-note depreciation. 

And company car drivers wanting to cut 
their benefit-in-kind tax bills can make sig¬ 
nificant savings against more expensive 
rivals. 

The all-new Mazda3 is the third car in the 
marque’s line-up to benefit from SKYACTIV 
technology and the 36-strong model line¬ 
up offers precision handling, exceptionally 
generous interior cabin space and sporty 
design. And it certainly has proved popu¬ 
lar since hitting the roads at the turn of the 
year, with sales exceeding all expectations 
at around 3,000 for the first quarter. 

And starting with the looks, if cars did 
benefit from working out, it would be the 
new Mazda3. It’s lost weight, and become 
shapelier, more agile and has rivals looking 
on with envy. While it bears the same name 
as the outgoing hatchback, the Mazda3 is 
new from the ground up. Larger than its 
predecessor but engineered for fuel econ¬ 
omy, it has features which have also paid 
dividends in terms of safety, roadholding 
and the fun-to-drive factor. 

The car is a fraction lower, visually fitting 
in with its curving lines and sculpted sur¬ 


faces while also helping to reduce drag. In 
the four-door Fastback, the long boot has 
a useful 419 litres of space, slightly more 
than its hatchback stablemate which also 
has the practicality of split/fold rear seats. 

The facia is made of what looks like 
durable textured plastics, with an instru¬ 
ment binnacle comprising two information 
displays either side of a large rev counter. 
Inset is a big, clear digital speed readout. 

The latest Mazda3 gets four engine op¬ 
tions, all of which are designed around 
Mazda’s SkyActiv technology. SkyActiv 
aims to improve efficiency by reducing 
weight and utilising smart functions such 
as capturing waste energy to power things 
like the air-conditioning when the car is sta¬ 
tionary. 

Closes 

It even extends to functions like an active 
shutter front grille which closes for better 
aerodynamics when the engine isn’t in im¬ 
mediate need of cooling. 

Engines comprise an entry-level 1.5-litre 
petrol and two 2.0-litre petrol units, as well 
as a 2.2-litre diesel. 

The 1.5-litre engine produces 99bhp 
and will go from rest to 62mph in 10.8 sec¬ 
onds, while the 2.2-litre diesel will cover the 
sprint in 8.1 seconds, thanks to its punchy 
148bhp engine. 

The 2.0-litre petrol engine is offered in 
two options - one with 118bhp and the oth¬ 
er with 165bhp. As for performance, 0 to 
62mph in 8.9 seconds for the standard ver¬ 
sion and 8.2 seconds for the higher power 
version. Buyers of the 118bhp 2.0-litre pet¬ 
rol and the 2.2-litre diesel are also offered 
the option of a six-speed automatic. 

The car is offered with the sort of hi-tech 
features that not so very long ago were 
the preserve of luxury saloons. There are

refinements like a head-up display, touch¬ 
screen satellite-navigation and mobile in¬ 
ternet connectivity. The mobile system is 
particularly interesting, following the likes 
of Toyota into the market with a system 
which allows the car to pair with a smart¬ 
phone and display Facebook and Twitter 
updates. A nine-speaker Bose audio sys¬ 
tem is also available. 

Buyers choose between SE, SE-L and 
Sport trim levels, with or without sat nav. 
Even the base SE comes with 16in alloy 
wheels, air conditioning, power-folding 
heated mirrors, a leather steering wheel, a 
trip computer, a radio/CD with six speaker 


audio system, 7in TFT colour touch screen, 
USB/iPod connectivity and a Bluetooth 
system. All models also come with Smart 
City Brake Support (SCBS) which helps 
to reduce or prevent low-speed collisions 
by automatically applying the brakes if the 
driver fails to act, plus there’s Hill Hold As¬ 
sist (HHA) to prevent roll-back. 

The latest car looks a good deal more 
assured, with a vastly improved interior, a 
focus on improving efficiency and a really 
sharp exterior styling job. 

On-the-road prices start at £16,695 for 
the all-new Mazda3 1.5-litre SKYACTIV-G 
lOOps SE Flatchback.

What’s not 
to like in 
great value 
fast hatch

Ford’s Fiesta ST has long been the thinking 
person’s fast hatchback. This latest one is no 
exception. 

With 182PS on tap, it keeps things real and the pric¬ 
ing looks great as well. Ford has certainly put down 
a serious marker. The plushest ST3 version adds sat 
nav, keyless entry, cruise control, auto headlamps 
and wipers, power folding mirrors and electronic cli¬ 
mate control that many owners will want. 

So-called ‘warm hatches’ have often been a tricky sell. 
Why? Because there’s usually a faster version that’s more 
desirable. Warm hatches are usually bought by younger 
drivers who want the faster car but can’t afford the insurance 
bills. There is an exception. Ford’s Fiesta would appear to 
be the perfect candidate for a searing hot hatch, but in re¬ 
cent years, instead of a fire-breathing RS model, the pinna¬ 
cle of Fiesta sporting ambition has been the ST line. But the 
‘Sports Technologies’ variant has usually been a great car 
in its own right. 

Now we’ve got another Fiesta ST to compare with earli¬ 
er standard setters. Instead of the 150PS it had in previous 
generation form, it gets a heftier 182PS. Does this lift it into 
a more serious price category? Not a bit of it. Ford has kept 
the pricing keen, so much so that we suspect that some 
manufacturers of this Fiesta’s opposition are starting to feel 
more than a little worried. 

The top ST3 version we’re going to look at here costs an 
extra £1,000, but still manages to look good value against 
many obvious rivals. 

Ford has developed new chassis and suspension compo¬ 
nents to improve the ride quality and refinement of the car 
and further enhanced the Ford Electronic Power Assisted 
Steering system. 

Unique suspension and steering tuning and better Torque 
Vectoring Control (eTVC) combines with a 15mm lower ride 
height to deliver the requisite dynamic improvements over 
what is already a very good chassis. 

Ostentatious 

Ford produce the Fiesta ST in both three and five door 
guises, but there are no plans to import the five-door car to 
the UK. But when the three-door model looks this good, I 
doubt too many tears will be shed. The big front grille (which 
can look a bit ostentatious on an ordinary poverty-spec Fies¬ 
ta supermini) works well with the ST’s more extrovert body 
styling. That runs to an imposing black honeycomb trape¬ 
zoidal front grille, plus a large rear spoiler with twin air vents 
and twin exhaust. 

Colour choices including Molten Orange and Spirit Blue 
and an optional style pack adds red brake calipers and grey 
alloy wheels to pump up the aggression a bit. 

The rising beltline of the Fiesta in profile doesn’t seem to 
bode well for the rear seat passengers in this three-door car 
but the Fiesta surprises with decent legroom and headroom 
that’s manageable even for a six-footer. The windows are 
small and set high up, so light isn’t abundant in the back but 
the shopping bags, coats and road atlases that owners will 
store there most of the time won’t be overly worried. 

Standard spec for all Fiesta STs runs to 17in alloy wheels, 
a body styling kit with a chromed dual exhaust pipe, a 
Quickclear heated windscreen, front fog lights, a Thatcham 
Category 1 alarm, a leather-trimmed ST steering wheel and 
gearshift knob with red stitching plus a decent quality ste¬ 
reo system incorporating a DAB digital radio. There’s also 
Ford’s clever Bluetooth/USB SYNC connectivity and the ‘My 
Key’ system via which you can tailor the systems of the car 
to your own settings communicated to it via the ignition key. 

The whole point of sporty Fiestas has been to offer a 
generous slice of fun coupled with modest running costs. 
It was always thus with the old XR2 and it continues with 
this generation ST. Even with 182PS on tap, you’ll still see 
47.9mpg on the combined cycle with emissions pegged at 
a very reasonable 138g/km. That compares well with cars 
like the 208 GTI, which manages 139g/km and the Fabia 
vRS at 148g/km. 

It’s hard to see how Ford could have done a lot better with 
the Fiesta ST. Warm hatches are usually a difficult thing to 
position as there will always be that nagging feeling that if 
you just saved a little more, you could be in something more 
exciting, but the ST has long stood up very well as a model 
in its own right. 

With 182PS on tap translating into a sprint to 62mph of 
just 6.9 seconds, this Fiesta is quicker than many of the 
proper hot hatches of not so very long ago. It’ll most certain¬ 
ly out-handle some fairly illustrious names as well. 

An integral part of bringing a warm hatch to market is 
managing costs and it’s here that the Ford really plays its 
trump card. It gets 47.9mpg on the combined fuel economy 
cycle and emissions are rated at just 138g/km - but the big¬ 
gest draw is certain to be the price tag. 

At just £17,000, the base model is very tempting and even 
in the £19,000 ST3 guise we’ve looked at here, it still strong¬ 
ly pays the value card.

Kia’s new 
Sorento 
unveiled 
in Korea

The third generation Kia Sorento was un¬ 
veiled in Korea last week, delivering a premi¬ 
um look to build on the success of the outgo¬ 
ing model. 

The new Sorento boasts a smoother, swept-back 
profile with more space and numerous innovative 
features. The styling changes alter the character of 
the new Sorento, highlighting its sleek profile and 
giving the new model a bolder on-the-road presence. 

There are long, wrap-around headlamps and more promi¬ 
nent fog-lamps, as well as a larger, more upright ‘tiger-nose’ 
grille, with a distinctive three-dimensional diamond pattern, 
first featured on the 2013 Kia Cross GT concept. 

In profile, the new model retains the Sorento’s hallmark 
long bonnet and characteristic wide D-pillar, but a lower 
roofline, higher beltline and swept-back shape give the car 
a more dramatic, muscular stance. 

Inside the all-new Sorento is where some of the most sig¬ 
nificant improvements are to be found. 

The styling of the cabin follows a modern and wide theme 
with a wraparound dashboard with soft-touch materials and 
leather creating a modern luxury feel, giving the new Soren¬ 
to a genuine premium vehicle feel. 

Increase 

Although the roofline is 15mm lower, repositioned seat 
cushions ensure increased headroom and legroom for oc¬ 
cupants in all three rows.

Available in five- or seven-seat versions, the new Sorento 
features 40/20/40 second row split folding for improved ver¬ 
satility, with a higher folding centre armrest. 

The model debuts a number of new, advanced on-board 
technologies such as an all around view monitor, with four 
cameras and a power tailgate which opens the tailgate au¬ 
tomatically when the key is ‘sensed’ in close proximity to 
the trunk. 

Five engines will be available depending on country, of¬ 
fering power outputs ranging from 172 to 270 ps. 

These include a 2.4-litre petrol direct injection (GDI) unit, 
2.4-litre and 3.3-litre multi-point injection (MPI) engines, and 
revised 2.0-litre and 2.2-litre ‘R’ turbo-diesel units. 

Of these, only the 2.2-litre turbo-diesel and 2.4-litre GDI 
engines will be sold in Europe, with the diesel unit expected 
to account for the majority of sales. Final decisions on the 
UK line-up are yet to be made. 

Buyers of the much anticipated new Sorento will be able 
to choose from a wealth of safety technologies - depending 
on the market. 

Available systems will include: ASCC (Adaptive Smart 
Cruise Control); LDWS (Lane Departure Warning System); 
FCW (Front Collision Warning). 

There will also be BSD (Blind-Spot Detection); LCA (Lane 
Change Assist); RCTA (Rear Cross-Traffic Alert) and SLIF 
(Speed Limit Information Function) based on cameras de¬ 
tecting roadside signs. 

Following its unveiling in Korea, the all-new Kia Sorento 
will make its European premiere on October 2 at the 2014 
Paris Motor Show.

Equivalent 

You’ll need to stump up a hefty 
£48,995 to get your hands on the 
BMW X4 xDrive35d. Admittedly that 
does net you the ritzy M Sport model, 
but it’s still £3,500 over the price of the 
X3 xDrive35d in equivalent trim and a 
massive £6,000 over that engine and 
transmission in a BMW 3 Series Tour¬ 
ing body. 

Value for money? You’ll need to 
make your own decisions on that score 
when comparing it to its in-house rivals, 
but if you were looking to other man¬ 
ufacturers, you’d come up dry trying 
to find anything directly comparable. 
A Lexus RX450h is virtually as slinky 



a shape and is similarly priced but 
it’s hard to see the customer of one 
of these vehicles being drawn to the 
other. 

Being an M Sport model, it gets 
a decent run at the BMW’s equip¬ 
ment list. All X4s get an automatical¬ 
ly opening tailgate, Variable Sport 
Steering, front and rear Park Distance 
Control, Performance Control and 
xenon headlights. That’s on top of 
a sport leather steering wheel, heat¬ 
ed front seats and BMW’s Business 
Media package. Then there’s the M 


aerodynamic body kit, high-gloss 
shadow line trim exterior trim and 
19in M Sport alloy wheels. M Sport 
suspension offers a firmer ride while 
you also get a bit of tinsel with M door 
sill finishers, Aluminium Hexagon in¬ 
terior trim and some rather tasty sport 
seats. 

The X4 xDrive35d is the thirstiest 
model in the range. It’s sledgeham¬ 
mer quick, getting to 62mph in just 
5.3 seconds yet it returns better fuel 
economy than 150PS worth of Honda 
Accord diesel. Both have automatic 


gearboxes, the BMW gets 47.1 mpg, 
the Honda 46.3mpg. Even the afore¬ 
mentioned hybrid Lexus RX450h can’t 
touch that, netting its owner 44.8mpg. 

Residual values look set to stack 
up firmly as well. If, for the sake of 
argument, we take the closest-priced 
Lexus RX450h as a comparison, after 
three years and 30,000 miles, your 
BMW will still be worth £23,000 while 
the Lexus languishes at £19,000. Fac¬ 
tor in fuel, insurance, servicing and 
so on and the BMW trumps the Jap¬ 
anese car comprehensively.

BMW EfficientDynamics 

Less emissions. More driving pleasure. 
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Look at what lies beneath

Skoda’s assured quiet com¬ 
petence hasn’t come about by 
accident; it has a lot to do with 
its position in the Volkswagen 
Group hierarchy. 

It would be difficult to produce a 
substandard product with the tech¬ 
nology that’s circulated within the 
Volkswagen conglomerate today but 
modern Skodas can’t shout too loudly 
about their qualities without the risk 
of pinching sales from the other VW 
brands. 

SEAT is sporty, Volkswagen is classy 
and that leaves Skoda to sell practical cars 
at sensible prices and not make a fuss. It’s 
a role it fills rather well and if you can do 
without the fluff, the latest facelifted Fabia 
could be the supermini for you. 

In the past, the Fabia has been powered 
by some elderly engines that were well 
past their best but the latest line-up has the 
glossy sheen of the new about it. 

Yes, the 60bhp and 70bhp 1.2-litre units 
at the base of the range are nothing special 
but buyers with the means to rise above 
those really do get some choice technol¬ 
ogy. The 1.2 TSI engine is a compact tur¬ 
bocharged petrol unit that’s available in 
85bhp and 105bhp forms. It’s lightweight 
and produces strong economy with the 
performance you’d expect from a larger 
unit. The diesel option is in a similarly high 
league with common-rail fuel injection and 
a diesel particulate filter. It produces 90bhp 
with its 1.6-litre capacity. 

All of which leaves the 1.4-litre engine 
that powers the Fabia vRS. It’s arguably 
the most advanced of the lot with a turbo¬ 


charger and a supercharger helping it to 
178bhp. Performance is brisk in this hot 
Fabia with a 0-60mph time of 7.3 seconds 
and a 140mph top speed. 

The vRS is available exclusively with 
the seven-speed DSG twin-clutch gearbox 
which works as an automatic or a slick 
paddle-shift manual. The same gearbox is 
available with the 105bhp 1.2-TSI engine 
but a five-speed manual is standard. 

Oscar Wilde said the only thing worse 
than being talked about is not being 
talked about but Skoda might disagree. 
The days when the Czech manufacturer 
was the laughing stock of the automotive 
world have long since passed and under 
Volkswagen’s stewardship, it’s settled into 
a cosy little niche. It doesn’t garner many 
headlines and no longer warrants a men¬ 
tion on the comedy circuit but the cars are 
good and low-key seems to be serving 
Skoda very nicely. 

Materials 

True to recent form, the latest Fabia su¬ 
permini isn’t one of today’s most talked 
about cars and it certainly draws precious 
few complaints. 

There’s a good amount of space inside 
the Fabia, particularly for rear seat passen¬ 
gers. The materials aren’t quite up to the 
standards set in Volkswagen products but 
the similarities in the design are easy to 
spot and the same robust build quality can 
be seen throughout. 

Inside and out, the Fabia’s design keeps 
it simple, which is a big part of the car’s 
appeal. 

Boot capacity stands at an impressive 
300 litres with the seats in place or a mas¬ 
sive 1,163 litres when they’re folded. In 
the estate, the extended dimensions have 
helped Skoda engineers achieve a 480-li-

tre boot capacity with the seats up. Fold 

the 60/40 split rear seats flat (a less than 
straightforward operation that involves re¬ 
moving the headrests) and there’s an Al¬ 
bert Flall-esque 1,460 litres. 

Despite the success of the Fabia, Sko¬ 
da still recognises the limits of its badge 
equity and its place within the hierarchy 
of the Volkswagen Group. As a result, the 
Fabia is priced realistically, but Skoda is 
emphasising the quality and technology in 
the package. 

Equipment levels were never the Fa¬ 
bia’s strong point, relying instead on sol¬ 
id no-nonsense build quality. This time 
round there are items like electronical¬ 
ly-controlled Climatronic air-conditioning 


and an MP3/iPod compatible stereo, but 

if you go to your Skoda dealer expecting 
to be granted a view of the state-of-the-art 
in small car electronics, you’re likely to be 
disappointed. 

These days, Skoda is a car brand which 
demands to be taken seriously. With the 
might of the Volkswagen Group in the 
background, it has access to some of the 
finest vehicle platforms and technologies 
going, many of which are showcased on 
the latest Skoda Fabia supermini. 

This isn’t a car which makes a song and 
dance about its qualities, but look beneath 
the unassuming surface and there’s a 
highly accomplished package that’s only 
made more appealing by the price.

Style trial 
a modest

Peugeot’s 208 Style offers a few 
extras over the Active model for a 
modest markup. 

The 208 Style takes the Active trim lev¬ 
el and adds a panoramic glass roof, sat 
nav, parking sensors, a leather-trimmed 
steering wheel, chrome door mirrors, 
and better upholstery, charging you an 
additional £750 for the privilege. Togeth¬ 
er, that lot would tot up to around £1,500 
if ordered separately. 

Peugeot is renowned as a maker of great 
small cars. In recent years, that reputation 
went through the wringer somewhat, but with 
the 208 the French company is back to form. 

Here is a supermini that barely puts a foot 
wrong. It’s well-built, it looks good inside and 
out, it drives well and it makes all the right 
numbers if we’re talking economy and emis¬ 
sions. In other words, it really doesn’t need a 
great deal of remedial work or that much of a 
big promotional push. 

It seems that Peugeot just can’t help itself 
though and has announced a special edition 
version of the 208. 

The Style trim level is based on the popular 
Active version and adds a few useful extras for 
a reasonable premium. It’s not a particularly 
novel way of drumming up new business, but 
most buyers aren’t going to be too worried 
about that.

The Style is offered with a trio of engines. 
Customers choose from either the PureTech 
1.2-litre VTI petrol engine or should they prefer 
a diesel powerplant, there’s the 1.4-litre HDI or 
the 1.6-litre e-HDI Stop & Start engines. 

Whichever version you choose, you get 
a platform that has benefited from a crash 
diet. Peugeot has pared around 110kg off 
the weight of equivalent 207 models which 
is a huge advantage in a car so compact. As 
well as improving economy and emissions, 
cutting weight improves acceleration, braking 
and agility - all traditional Peugeot supermini 
totems. The 1.2-litre model tips the scales at 


with 

price 

975kg, which is less than a Lotus Exige S. Let 
that one sink in for a moment. 

The cabin is a big step ahead too and 
there’s some novel thinking afoot. Rather 
than peer through the steering wheel at the 
gauges, Peugeot has instead made the wheel 
smaller and lower so that drivers will be able 
to look over it for an unobstructed view of the 
main instrument binnacle. 

Higher quality finishes and a very neat info¬ 
tainment system feature, while both three and 
five door models offer plenty more occupant 
space. 

Increased 

Not only do rear seat occupants get 5cm 
more knee room, they do so in a car that is 
7cm shorter and 1cm lower than the old 207. 
That increased passenger space doesn’t 
come at the expense of luggage capacity ei¬ 
ther, with the 208 offering an additional 1.5 cu¬ 
bic litres in which to stow your gear. 

So what do you get for the extra £750 this 
Style model costs over a base ‘Active’-trimmed 
208? 

Quite a bit as it happens. If you specified 
the satellite navigation system on its own 
onto an Active model, that would account for 
£400 straight off the bat, leaving you £350 
to purchase a panoramic glass roof, parking 
sensors, a leather-trimmed steering wheel, 
chrome door mirrors and better upholstery. 
Best of luck with that one. 

Together, Peugeot tots that lot up to £1,500, 


so if you were planning to tick the sat nav box 
and one of either the parking sensors or the 
glass roof (or indeed both), you’re better off 
choosing the Style version. That’s on top of 
equipment like 15-inch alloy wheels, the mul¬ 
tifunction colour touchscreen, Bluetooth and 
USB connectivity and a split rear bench for 
added versatility. 

In truth, this Style version of the Peugeot 
208 doesn’t break much in the way of new 
ground, but then it didn’t really need to. The 
208 is a brilliant small hatch and is right up 
there with the class best. 

What’s more, it feels like a car that’s confi¬ 


dent in its own skin, that once again expresses 
Peugeot’s brand values. It’s stylish, it’s ele¬ 
gant and it’s French in a good way, not French 
in a ‘wonder what bits are about to snap?’ way. 

The satellite navigation and the Cielo pano¬ 
ramic glass roof are easily worth the £750 ex¬ 
tra that Peugeot charges for the Style, so think 
of the parking sensors, the leather steering 
wheel trim, the chromed door mirror cappings 
and the better seating fabrics as freebies. 

You might not have needed a particular ex¬ 
cuse to go shopping for a Peugeot 208 but 
now would seem as good a time as any to 
grab one of the best small hatch deals around.

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Get a slice of the action

You can’t have your cake and eat it, 
so the old saying goes: but like so 
many things in the motoring world 
technology has changed all that. 

You can have a car that is both fast and 
frugal, and one of the best examples cur¬ 
rently on the market is SEAT’S Leon FR, 
the diesel-fuelled equivalent of the mighty 
Cupra. 

In three-door coupe body style only, it’s 
sleek, stylish and better equipped than many 
more expensive ‘premium’ saloons: it’s also ca¬ 
pable of tackling the 0 to 62mph in 7.4 seconds 
and yet it is also capable of averaging more 
than 62mpg with low C02 emissions of 119g/ 
km. 

That’s with the DSG automated transmission: 
the six-speed manual isn’t any quicker but fuel 
consumption and C02 emissions are a bit low¬ 
er still. 

But it isn’t only quick in the sprint: with 380NM 
of torque (more than a Porsche Cayman) from 
as low as 1,750rpm it pulls strongly from the 
word go, unleashing convincing in-gear accel¬ 
eration for rapid exits to corners and effective 
overtaking. 

There are rivals - the flagships of the die¬ 
sel-powered Golf GTis and Audi A3s which are, 
of course, from the same stable, with the same 
engine. There’s also the BMW 1 Series M Sport, 
but you’d have to pay between £2,200 and 
£5,000 more for one of these different badges. 

Beauty is in the eye of the beholder but 
the FR is arguably the real head-turner or the 
bunch, with its sculptured body work and LED 
headlights and taillights. 

Unlike many hot hatchbacks of the past, the 
Leon is one of the most complete cars around, 



and one that will bring a smile to your face and, 

with room for five in comfort, it’s also perfect for 


transporting the family. Like all new generation 
Leons, there’s more head and legroom and 
boot space is up by around ten per cent, to 390 
litres with five on board. 

The FR has sports suspension and the car 
is lowered by some 15mm, with steering that 
is light yet positive which makes tackling twisty 


roads a pleasure. The top FRs (there’s also a 

150Ps version) also get a multi-link suspension 


system, designed to ensure maximum contact 
between tyre and road. And like all new-gen- 
eration Leons, it’s considerably lighter and has 
a wider track than its predecessor to improve 
handling. 

The sharp handling doesn’t come at the ex¬ 
pense of a typically harsh sporting car ride: in 


fact it is notably smooth and quiet. 

It has a combination of real-world perfor¬ 


mance, passenger comfort and refinement 
which would make it a serious competitor in the 
grand tourer class. 

At the car’s heart is a two-litre, turbocharged 
diesel (the same used in the Golf and Audi) with 
184ps of power, or 181bhp in old money, which 
for SEAT is reserved solely for FR models. 


The test car was fitted with the group’s DSG 

dual clutch, six-speed transmission which is 


renowned for its smooth and responsive oper¬ 
ation. 

Naturally there are paddles behind the steer¬ 
ing wheel for rapid manual changes. I find the 
DSG’s electronic controls are intelligent enough 
for almost any conditions, but the ability to eas¬ 
ily down shift for fine control on a steep incline, 
for example, is sometimes welcome. 

Inside, the centre of the dash is dominated 
by the colour touch screen control for, among 
other things, the premium sound system and 
satnav. 

Most stereo, trip and telephone controls are 
duplicated on the steering wheel. 

The touch screen also controls, simply and 
intuitively, features such as the comprehensive 
trip computer and SEAT’S driver profile system: 
two quick dabs of the index finger and you can 
rapidly set the car up in normal, eco or sport 
mode, or indeed to your individual preferences. 

Usefully, though, you can bimble along in 
eco mode and do your bit for the environment 
but, should an overtaking opportunity present 
itself, a nudge of the gear selector takes you 
straight into sport mode, dropping a gear or 
two and unleashing all that power and torque. 

Driver profile alters throttle response, steering 
feel and, in DSG versions, gearbox response, 
to suit the circumstances: for example in sport 
mode holding the lower gear to higher rpm. 

In ‘normal’ mode, the throttle is less sharp, 
the steering feels lighter and the DSG will 
change gear hold the higher gears for longer, 
for better economy and smooth progress 
around town. 

Eco mode takes that profile a little further and 
even alters the climate control and engine stop/ 
start systems to maximise fuel savings. 

It’s part of a raft of technology fitted to the 
FR, much of it designed to make the car even 
safer. Apart from the now usual ABS and stabil¬ 
ity controls, there is a limited slip differential for 


improved cornering performance plus hill start 

assist.

A surprisingly busy 
month for wildlife 



IT may seem surprising to some, but 
September is probably the busiest 
month in the wildlife calendar. Where¬ 
as there is of course plenty of new life 
in spring, in September many of those 
young animals are busy eking out lives 
for themselves as adults. 

In the air the swallows, martins and swifts 
begin to line up on telegraph poles and think 
about leaving our shores, whist others think 
about moving in towards the end of the 
month. 

There are the passage migrants too that turn up 
in unexpected places, such as the osprey I’ve just 
returned from watching down at my local mere - 
quite a turn up for the books and a sighting I will 
treasure as mine alone for the rest of my time. 

In our rivers and streams and right across many 
of our waterways young insect life, hatched from 
the long-gone adults of summer, are alive and well 
and a cause for great feasting by the fish species, 
again both old and young. 

Flitting 

In the undergrowth, the garden birds are still 
flitting to and fro although many are still undergo¬ 
ing the moult and can look a little worse for wear. 

The flowers that wooed insects with their colours 
and enticed them with their heady scent, have been 
replaced with berries and fruits. 

This in turn of course attracts a whole host of 
mini-beasts, eager to cash in on this rich larder. 

The small mammals are hoovering up the insects 
and annelids (worms to you and me) and they too 
are experiencing larger-than-normal numbers as 
there is enough food to keep this tiny insectivores 
alive until the cold of October and November cuts 
their numbers down to natural size. 

These in turn mean that owls and their now-in¬ 
dependent chicks have a brief bounty of available 
food and it is perhaps not an exaggeration to say 
that the next few weeks are the best time of all to

see a tawny or barn owl. The smaller garden fa¬ 
vourites of wrens, robins, tits and finches can be of¬ 
fered food at this time of the year but much of their 
natural food is still available in the countryside, so 
don’t be surprised if at first you seem to experience 
a drop in numbers. 

The aforementioned owls, although not always 
seen on an old wooden post in dramatic light (a fa¬ 
vourite subject of mine!) can find a more organic 
resting place in the hollows and boughs of some of 
our largest trees and it is these, again in Septem¬ 
ber, that are arguably at their best or at least, their 
most theatrical. 

The horse-chestnut trees have been showing 
signs of the changing season for several weeks, al¬ 
ready with their large palmate leaves browning at 
the edges like they have passed too near to a naked 
flame. 

As many a small boy and girl will know, the 
horse-chestnut also yields up its seeds this month 
in the form of conkers which drop to the ground in 
their spiky green cases. 

If the tragic clutches of ‘health and safety’ have 
grabbed onto your school thus ruling out conkers 
as a game, then you need not despair too much, for 
it is not only curious humans who find these seeds 
captivating. 

Squirrels and smaller rodents will be after any 
that are left and as I’ve mentioned throughout this 
column, others will thrillingly follow.

Doors open

AN HISTORIC workhouse will be opening its doors this 
weekend for a host of workshops, music performances and 
activities. 

The artists, musicians and craftspeople based at Llanfyl- 
lin Workhouse will be welcoming in visitors on Saturday 
and Sunday to find out about the workhouse, both in his¬ 
tory and in the present day. 

Jane Lane, spokeswoman for the Workhouse, said: “This 
is a unique opportunity to discover one of Britain’s best 
preserved Victorian workhouses, dating from 1838. 

“However, the weekend will not only offer guided tours 
to see the historical aspects of the building which is under¬ 
going a slow process of repair and preservation, but also 
the opportunity to visit a number of creative and artistic 
enterprises which are now renting portions of the building 
and thus supporting the restoration progress from a busi¬ 
ness footing. 

“The workhouse has achieved huge progress in the last 
decade, and is now host to 14 tenants and a sizeable clutch 
of small businesses - both developed and start-up which 
have chosen to come and grow their businesses in the 
premises and support its growth. 

“There are a number of artists of various styles, a 
well-established music recording and production studio, 
and a songwriter studio, an award-winning leatherworker, 
a sewing school, and interior design business, there are ed¬ 
ucational classes and a strong Green Hub influence. 

“There are music lessons, a history centre, and a reg¬ 
ular free professionally maintained open mic run by the 
Beehouse Recording Studio, a bunkhouse, a bar and re¬ 
freshment facilities. There’s even a thriving tenants’ as¬ 
sociation. 

“It’s a very positive story of success in these times or 
recession. 

“Of courses there’s a long way to go, and the workhouse 
continues to need community support and the goodwill 
of volunteers in order to help with the massive project of 
restoring the building to its former condition and finding 
valuable uses for it.” 

Events this weekend include craft stalls, live music from 
a harpist, singing and a history display on the workhouse. 
The workhouse will be open from 10am to 5pm.
